Two Problems Troubling Coo- 


lidge Settled at Least 


for Time Being

Washington — President Coolidge 


feels that he has cleared up tho Nic- 
araguan and Mexican situations, at 
least for the present* The announce- 
ment that his personal representative, 
Henry I,. Stimson. former secretary of 
war, had achieved a truce in Nicara- 
gua, conies only a short time 
after 


President Calles of Mexico announced 
that the speech of President Coolidge 
in New York was 'satisfactory." 


These two problems have been a 


thorn in the administration's side and 
have given tho critics more to talk 
about than anything else during the 
past few months. They probably will 
not cease their comment, however, for 
the peace in Nicaragua was attained 
by means of a very explicit conversa- 
tion on the part of Mr. Stimson to the 
Nlcaraguan liberals as to the futility 
of further opposition to the policies of 
the "United States government. The 
sum and substance of American' policy 
is talk. Guerilla warfare would settle 
nothing and that even if the liberals 
-non they \\ould not win recognition 
until they had held an election and 
done the very things which Mr. Stim- 
son now outlines shall be done in 192S. 


TERMS ARE SIMILAR 


In this connection, the peace terms 


revealed by Mr. Stimson are with one 
or two exceptions almost identical with 
the peace terms laid down by Presi- 
dent .Wilson to Huerta and later to 
Carranza^andrVilla, as jvell-as to the 
factions in Haiti-and Santa Domingo. 
The United States then insisted on a 


• fair election before 'recognition could 
be granted and in the cases of Haiti 
and Santa Domingo, American marines 
actually supervised the elections- 


In this respect, however. President 


Coolidge has the support of Senator 
Borah, chairman of the senate foreign 
relations committee and his most con- 
stant critic on Mexican and Nicaragu- 
an affairs. Mr. Borah said in a public 
statement that the United States 
should not only supervise an elec- 
tion in Nicaragua but should keep ma- 
rines there during the election. This 
•will be done. In fact, the only differ- 
ence between -what Mr. Borah 
advo- 


cated and what Mr. Stimson is doing 
is that President Diaz of Nicaragua 
stays in power -until the next election 
is held. This, however, is during the 
early part of 1528 and it is felt by the 
administration that tlie tranquility 
which will ensue as a result of the 
truce will bfie- a better preparation for 
the liberals than a prolongation of the 
revolution. 


TRTJCE IN MEXICO 


As for Mexico, the assurances of 


the Mexican ambassador that there 
trill be no confiscation means a truce 
too, for the Mexican courts are expect- 
ed to uphold tho contention of the 
American oil companies as to the 
retroactive character of the petroleum 
law enacted under the much debated 
article 27 of the Mexican constitution. 
The administration's troubles may not 
be over for the participation of the li- 
berals In the Diaz cabinet may mean 
an era of intrigue in the future as it 
has with coalition cabinets in the past 
in Central America. Tliero may also 
be difficulties over the spread of re- 
Tolutionary activity in Mexico. 


But for tho time being, the CooJidge 


administration has a breathing spell 
and It is no secret that the adminls- 
tartion hopes the truce in Mexico and 
Nicaragua will last far beyond the 
American elections of 192$. Indeed, a 
new president is to be elected the same 
year in Mexico as well as in Nicaragua 
and the United States in the same few 
months.

Collapse is Attributed to Ex-

The collapse was attributed to ex-

N SOUNDS ALARM 


Louis Goldblatt, proprietor, declar- 


ed that ten minutes before the build- 
ing dropped with a rumbling crash, a 
cracked wall had given warning and 
he sounded tho alarm, getting most 
if not all the persons to the street In 
safety. • 


Mrs. Mae McGinnis, a clerk, was 


hurled from the fourth story and bad- 
ly injured. She was taken to a. hos- 
pital. 


Walls fell in and the entire build- 


ing was smashed to a heap of ruins, 
without semblance of doors or win- 
dows. Many persons were at first be- 
lieved to have been trapped and killed 
or injured, but after an hour of dig- 
ging at the ruins, neither dead nor 
injured was found and the author- 
ities then accepted Mr. Goldblatt's be- 
lief that virtually all had escaped. 


A rumbling, slight at first, came 


as a warning. A moment later the 
four story structure fell in wreckage. 
Thousands of people in a short time 
had massed in the street. Firemen 
who had expected a possible blaze 
found no fire danger.

FRENCH CELEBRATE 


The Havas agency in Xew York ad- 


vised its home in Paris that they had 
a definite report from St. Pierre Mi- 
quelon, that the "White Bird" had 
been sighted over the island at 8:15 
Monday morning. The French capital 
promptly staged a celebration. Later 
a St. Pierre dispatch received in Xew 
York shortly after 11 o'clock, stated 
that the Xungesscr plane had not been 
sighted over the island up to 9 o'clock 
Atlantic daylight time Monday.

lantic still hold within their grasp the 
success or failure of the

flight. Reported off Cape Race. Xew 
Foundland, the aviators have

about a thousand miles of sea to

Peace is in sight in Nicaragua. A truce 


'has been declared between the conserva- 
tives and the liberals through the efforts 
of Henry L. Stimson, personal represen- 
tative of president Coolidge.

• the warring factions, and he has practical- 
ly induced both sides to agree, first to

^als, and finally a general election in 1928 
Bunder American supervision.

|sickly now. A great fuss was made over 
| nothing, which is what has been done by

is as much reason for licensing under ex- 
amination the driver of an automobile as 
there is requiring a locomotive engineer 
to pass a competence test. Under a licens- 
ing law the legislature can go as far as 
it desires in making it an instrument for 
automatically barring the road to reckless 
and drunken drivers. It can give a mini- 
mum of discretion to courts and require 
them on a first offense to suspend the 
right to drive, and on a second offense to 
take it away entirely for the period of 
the license. That kind of a law will stop 
drunken driving. The legislature knows 
it and the courts know it. Such laws ex- 
ist in other states and they are effective. 


The last legislature was asked to pass 


a licensing law but it did not do so. Its 
failure or refusal was an exhibition of leg- 
islative indifference that is inexcusable. 
Not one valid reason against a licensing 
law can be given. It is criminal to put so 
deadly a machine as an automobile into 
the hands of an irresponsible or incom- 
petent driver. Another test of legislative 
good faith is the enactment of a badly 
needed licensing law.

REBUKE FOR BRITAIN 


Great Britain has elected to make a dip- 


lomatic incident out of the correspon- 
dence between Secretary Mellon of the 
treasury 
and 
President Hibben 
of 


Princeton over European war debts. In 
these exchanges Mr. Mellon made the 
point that what the debtor nations of 
Europe will soon be paying the United 
States is less than what they will receive 
from their own debtors and Germany in 
reparations. This was a sharp refutation 
of the theory that our debtors are unable 
to meet their obligations to us, and that 
what we have loaned them, even after the 
armistice, should be shouldered by the 
American taxpayer in retiring our Liber- 
ty bonds. It was particularly embarras- 
sing to London where there have been 
hopes of a revision downward of the war-' 
debt settlement, and to Winston Church- 
ill, chancellor of the exchequer, who is 
having trouble in budgeting British fi- 
nances. 


The British government went so far 


as in effect to ask President Coolidge to 
disavow the statements made by Mr. Mel- 
lon, on the ground that they were inac- 
curat^ and misleading. It was tantamount 
to a demand on the president to repudiate 
his secretary of the treasury. This Mr. 
Coolidge has of course declined to do, and 
has bluntly given the British-ambassador 
at Washington to understand that the in- 
cident is closed and that there is nothing 
more to be said on the subject. This curt 
reply to Great Britain's extraordinary and 
officious note is highly deserved. 
It 


may stir up some hostile sentiment in 
London, but we are used to that. We are 
tired of being dubbed a nation of money- 
grabbers and Shylocks. The course pur- 
sued by the government at Washington 
has the approval of the American people, 
and undoubtedly the president and Mr. 
^Mellon are right in their understanding 
of the facts upon which this policy rests. 
We like to keep on good terms with 
Great Britain, because there is no doubt 
that the interests of these two great Eng- 
lish-speaking nations are largely identi- 
cal, but we cannot always do it at the ex- 
pense of our pride and standing. We have 
in effect told Great Britain what we think 
of her action by declining to even discuss 
the matter with her, and by giving full 
approval to the statements by-Secretary- 
Mellon to which London objects.

THB DICK TEST IS NOT SO GOOD 


Owing: to the occurrence of a case of scarlet fevci 


in the school of Agriculture at the University 01 
Minnesota. 530 students were pivcn the I>lck test 
'595 bovs and 135 girls. These students cnme Inrgcb 
from farm homes scattered over the state, and their 
average age was 17 years. 
\ 


Of the 530 Dick tests. 264 gave a positive reaction 


—which means they are susceptible to scarlet fever 
—and C66 save a nejrative reaction. When no re- 
action occurs the .-issumptio'n is that the individual 
s immune to scarlet fever. 


But of 48 students who developed scarlet fever in 


this outbreak. J5 (31.3 per cent) had failed to rc- 
ict to the Dick test at the onset. Therefore a ucsa 
ivo Dick test would not seem to be a reliable index 
of immunity to scarlet fever. 


Moreover, in this particular outbreak, which was 


carefully studied by Dr. H. D. Lees of the students' 
health service of the university, several stuudents 
vlio had given a markedly positive reaction to the 
Dick 'test—and who therefore were presumably 
susceptible to scarlet fever—<iid not develop the clis- 
••ase in spite of repeated and prolonged exposure to 
•ecogrnized cases. One physician on the start has 
iad charge of scartet fever for years, but has never 
contracted it. although he gave a strongly positive 
Dick test until just recently, when he received the 
minimizing treatment. 


Other investigators have observed that the Amer- 


can Indians seem to have a high degree of natural, 
racial immunity against scarlet fever, yet American 
ndians commonly react positively to the Dick test 
The more we learn about the Dick test and its 


use in determining susceptibility to scarlet fever, 
he less confidence v,-e have in it. as an index of 
mmunity. Perhaps the explanation for the discrep- 
ncies is that "scarlet fever" is not a specific dis- 
ease, but merely a symptom complex produced by 
more than one strain of streptococcus, and a test, 
o be efficient, will have to be made with the specific 
oxin or germ product. 
This does not mean that we gain nothing in the 
ttempt to immunize individuals against 
scarlet 


ever .Rather it means that we should employ a 
olyvalent, immunizing toxin, a bit of hair from 
very kind of dog that may inflict that kind of bite.

EMERSON AS A RADICAL 


During about 60 year's of his life 
Imerson kept a journal in -which he 
otted down such stray thoughts us 


to him at" odd moments. In it 


are found the germs of many of the 
deas expressed later in his famous 
ssays and lectures. After his death 
he notebooks were published in ten 
arge volumes; recently Bliss Perry 
ondensed them Into a single volumS 
ailed "The Heart of Emerson's Jour- 
nals." 


To me the most significant^ fact 
rought out by the reading <>f the 
ournal is Emerson's radicalism. In 
ollege we got an idea of Emerson ^is 
a kind of New England Victorian.^ I. 
:id not understand until long after I 
had left college that Emerson was an 
extreme radical in his own day and 
hat he would be regarded a radical 
oday in many colleges where his es- 
;ays are studied with a respect that 
•orders on worship. 
In a day when' the Bryans of this 


world are trying to club the legisla- 
tures into passing anti-evolution laws, 
t is refreshing to read in Emerson's 
ournal such a sentence as this: "The 
eligion that is afraid of science dis- 
lonors God and cimmits suicide." 


There would be nothing very radi- 
al or even original in saying that to- 
day although its substance is a. gen- 
eration or -two ahead of the actual 
practice of millions of people oi to- 
day. But remember that this -was said 
n 1851. nearly a century ago, by a 
•oung upstart 2S years old, living in 
a community of hardshell religionists. 
Moreover, by a, man whose profession 
was the gospel 
ministry and who 


might expect that ideas like that 
would hurt his career and his in- 
-ome. Nor did he keep it locked in his 
ournal. Emerson was never afraid to 
come out Into the open -with his con- 
victions. 


A little earlier, just a hundred years 


ago this year, he met a man nam- 
ed Achillc Murat who was a confirm- 
ed atheist, a disbeliever in the exist- 
ence and the immortality of the soul. 
Smerson says in his journals: "My 
faith in these points is strong and I 
rust, as I live, indestructible. Jlcan- 
ime I love and honor this intrepid- 
doubter. His soul is noble, and his vir- 
tue, as the virtue of a Sadducce must 
always be, is sublime." 


While he seems radical mostly on 


religion, his mind had a radical cast 
and he touched on all sorts of sub- 
jects. Patriotism, lor instance. Here 
s an entry that 
thousands 
today 


might take to heart. It -would have 
>ccn wholesome to repeat it every 
day during the World war: "I confess 
I am a little cynical on some topics, 
and when a. whole nation is rearing 
wtriotism to the top of its voice, I am 
'ain to cmplorc the cleanness of i'.* 
lands and purity of its heart, I have 
generally found the gravest and irwl 
useful citizens arc not tho easiestpro- 
\-okcd to swell the noise, though they 
may be punctual at the polls," No. 
this was not« said by a man of 60 or 
70. full of honors: it was jotted down 
in his Journal by a young fellow of 21 
years.

Carl Llndhagen. whom the Swedish 
parliament nominated for the Nobel 
Peace Price, probably has caused that 
jody more work than any other mem- 
ber.His questions are numerous ana 
cover a wide variety of subjects. Will 
the Swedish government 
help the 


Armenian refuges? Will It take the 
first step toward Instituting a world 
wide language? The question of sup- 
of the black pepole of Africa should, 
according to Mayor Lindhagen. in- 
duce the Swedish 
government 
to 


make representations to foreign, na- 
ion. Anything which he thinks is not 
quite as it should be Is the object of 
his earnest attention. 


In the midst of a monarchy, Mayor 


Lindhagen admits openly to being a 
republican. He is a leader in an In- 
ternational union for general disarm- 
ament, and supporter of the interna- 
tional movement ofr compulsory ar- 
bitration. He is considered an ideal- 
ist, but nevertheless he is popular 
with all classes. 


As a 23 year old barrister he ere 


ated a sensation in 1883 while sec- 
retary of the court of appeals by re- 
fusing to incorporate the old style, 
unclear, legal language in his reports 
His persistence in writing court re- 
splutions in modern Swedish brought 
about a reform. 


It was mainly due to. his woik for 


equality between men and women 
that he was elected a liberal member 
of the Swedish diet in the early nine- 
ties. 


Foreseeing danger to the national 


forests in a policy of cjUtting them 
to the ground and 'exporting the 
wood, he prevailed upon parliament 
to pass stringent laws regulating this 
traffic and creating forest perserves. 


In 19l'l, he left the liberal party 


and became a socialist. 


"A step to the left can always be 


defended," he asserted. In. 1917. he 
left the socialists, after 
they had 


formed a coalition cabinet with the 
liberal party, to join the ultrarad'cal 
young socialist-communists.

his seat m parliament in 1921 follow- 
ing a defeat of the communists he 
rejoined the socialist party and was 
elected a member of the senate. 


He visited the United States 
in 


1923 
and displayed 
admiration 
for 


American" spirit in a book written 
about his journey.

State To Find New Course

Vicksburg, Miss.,— Sixty-fouc years 


ago this spring a mighty blue-clad 
army under Ulysses S. Grant struggled 
unsuccessfully to swing the Mississippi 
river into a new channel, so that it 
would flow to the east across Louisiana 
and leave Vicksburg an impotent in- 
land fortress. 


Today the Mississippi, belatedly, is 


doing that very thing on its own 
hook. When Milliken Bend, on the 
Louisiana shore, gave way before the 
foam-flecked 
flood waters. 
Grant's 


dream of Civil War days stood in a 
fair way of being realized. 


WANTED TO JOIN FARKAGUT 
Grant, however, was a piker. 
It 


was his idea to keep the river or- 
derly and controllable. 
He did not 


aim at flooding of a whole country- 
side; his guns -were causing destruc- 
tion- enough. All he wanted was a 
safe passage for his boats, so that he 
Coulil join 
forces with 
Farragut's 


fleet on the lower 
Mississippf and 


open up this vast territory to Union 
forces. 
Thirteen parishes of Louisiana are 


affected by this latest manifestation 
of tho flood's wrath. It is no small, 
measurable channel that the Miss- 
issippi is cuttins: this time- It 
is 


spreading out over a third of the state, 
as if, searching for a new course. It 
needed to try every valley and ravine 
between Mississippi nnd Texas before 
11 could make n. choice. 


FROM THE AIR 


It !s from tho air that one best can 


sec the panorama of the Mississippi 
on a ramp'age In all of Its terrible maj- 
esty. 
Speeding over the torrential waste 


of watres in a naval seaplane. 
90 


miles up the river to flooded Green- 
ville and back, I\saw the devastation 
and destruction in all of its breath- 
taking fullnowj. Tho Ficht is startling 
beyond words. 
It seems as If this 


we're not an event that could be de- 


scribed by the word "flood"; rather It 
is as if the might river were out to 
change the face of the continent, dis- 
satisfied with the old regime. It is 
almost as if one were present at some 
cataclysmic geologic convulsion, back 
before the stone age—in the water 
age, perhaps—watching 
while 
na- 


ture, with one mighty blow, undoes 
the work of centuries. 


Flying north from 
Vicksburg the 


story of this latest outbreak tells it- 
self in a tragic language. 


DESOLATION EVERYWHERE 
There is 
water everywhere. The 


main course of the river lies in a 
long series of tangled S's and U's with 
innumerable smaller filaments sprout- 
ing: off from every bend. Alongside 
are lakes, lesser rivers, vast lagoons 
and bayous, with the tips of trees and 
the roofs of houses and barns break- 
ing tbe surface irregularly. 
In the 


distance, on either side, rise low-ly- 
ing hills, raising themselves like in- 
secure islands above the 
seemingly 


illimitable waste of water. 


Desolation—desolation. 
Here and 


there, on the tmsubmerged top of a 
hill, there is a group of men. In an- 
other place small" black figures are 
perched on a levee, which lies like a 
pencilled line between two blank seas. 
The military 
observer in the plane 


makes a note of the position of these 
refugees, so that boats may be sent 
for them; but the plane does not stop. 


THE LITTLE VENICES 


On and on it goes, and always the 


scene below is the same. The ruined 
levee of Milliken Bend, on the Louisia- 
na shore, lies beneath now. The fields 
and farmlands that lay securely be- 
hind it a day before are now all un- 
der water; far to tho southward ono 
can still see the glint of sunlight on 
the waves, as tho flood sweeps on into 
the very heart of Louisiana. 


Hero and there there is a dimlnu- 


tive town, a little Venice, 
deserted 


and lifeless, with water up to the sec 
end'story windows of its houses. Oc 


casionally the white ribbon of a road 
way extends for a short 
distance 


above the water, with the flood on 
every side of it. 


The plane speeds on toward Green 


ville. Several miles to the cast is an 
other reminder of rGan'ts Vicksburg 
campaign. Over there is the tanglec 
loop of the Tazoo river and its tribu 
taries, which joins tho Mississipp 
Just above Vicksburg. In 1S6C3 Grant 
dug a short canal near Greenville, so 
that his gunboats could descend the 
Yazoo and attack Vicksburg from th 
north. It was hard going, and his 
fleet often went aground. Now the 
Mississippi has done it for him. 
The 


Yazoo is a moving inland sea now 
connected with the Mississippi by in 
numerable side arms of water, broad 
and deep. The Atlantic fleet itsel: 
could almost maneuver there now. 


ANOTHER BREAK 


Greenville is readied at last. 
The 


plane drops down, the pilot report; 
to an officer in charge, the 
news 


paper correspondent steps out'to sur 
vey Greenville and the plane goes on 
to patrol the river to the north. It i: 
carrying sand bags to reinforce" i 
levee near South Ben, Ark., but b' 
fore the day is ended we learn tha 
its work has gone for. naught; th 
South Bend levee has become one o 
tho things that were. 


Greenville is ir.ostly under water 


Elevated board walks have been con 
structed on some streets: for the mos 
part, however, one needs a boat t< 
get about town. There is a fooling o 
relief when the plane returns and on 
begins the trip back to Vicksbuig. 


Airplanes have been of untold valu< 


in this flood. There is a huge numbe 
of them on duty, and they are doing 
yeoman service. With them the au 
tlioritles can locate marooned refugee 
can transfer civil engineers quickb 
from ono danger zone to anotS«r. can 
mako rapid deliveries of sorcly-nce^ 
ed medical supplies, can rescue thos 
overlooked by scout boats, can keep 
up communications . in the district 
where the wires hav© been carried 
downstream to tho Gulf.
